£ 180 K boost 
for Portland 
nature park

PORTLAND has won 
£180,000 from a na¬ 
tional Coastal Com¬ 
munities Fund to 
improve access in and 
around the Quarries 
Nature Park. 

The funding is being 
given “to create a 
high-quality visitor 
attraction”, and will 
be shared with the 
Fine Foundation ma¬ 
rine centre at Kim- 
meridge. 

Both are run by 
Dorset Wildlife Trust 
(DWT). 

Money from the 
fund will also go to the 
West Bay Discovery 
Centre, near Bridport, 
where a former 
church will be im¬ 
proved to create an in¬ 
formation hub, which 
will also feature exhi¬ 
bitions on West Bay’s 
heritage and local at¬ 
tractions. 



The Government-fi¬ 
nanced fund was set 
up to reinvigorate 
coastal tourism, said 
to be worth £8billion 
to the country each 
year. An estimated 
one third of all domes¬ 
tic overnight trips are 
to the coast. 

Said Coastal Com¬ 
munities Minister 
Andrew Percy: 
“We’re putting the 
wind in the sails of 
over dozen major pro¬ 
jects along the South 
West coastline. 

“This funding will 
help make sure sea¬ 


side towns in the 
South West flourish.” 

The Government 
has put £120million 
into projects through 
the Coastal Commu¬ 
nities Fund across the 
UK during the past 
five years. 

The Portland Quar¬ 
ries Nature Park is a 
network of important 
coastal sites, includ¬ 
ing the DWT Tout and 
Kingbarrow nature 
reserves. 

DWT say the fund¬ 
ing will help establish 
the nature park as a 
year- round visitor at¬ 
traction, “benefitting 
local business and 
helping to create new 


jobs, as well as main¬ 
taining high quality 
habitat for wildlife 
and for local people to 
enjoy on their 
doorstop”. 

The funding will not 
only pay for access 
improvements, but 
will also promote the 
development of local 
volunteers and con¬ 
tractors. 

The Kimmeridge 
‘Welcome Hub’ will 
see the transforma¬ 
tion of the Marine 
Centre in Kim¬ 
meridge into a gate¬ 
way to the Marine 
Protected Area 
(MPA’s) in Purbeck

OUR intrepid reporter Lottie Welch and 
local fundraiser Roz Copson are walking 
the coast path from Portland to West Bay 
over two days on April 22nd and 23rd. 
They are raising money for The Living 
Tree cancer support group and For- 
tuneswell Cancer Trust and would wel¬ 
come any donation you could spare. 


• WHY did you decide to do this? 

Roz: I put my idea to Lottie before Christmas, 
originally for a scoop and almost in the same 
breath she wanted to do it with me. It then put it 
to the Living Tree because I wanted them to ben¬ 
efit as they are an amazing group of people. 

Shortly afterwards I was asked by Jo O'Farrell 
and Jo Miller, co-founders of the Living Tree, if we 
would share the total amount with the For- 
tuneswell Unit in Dorset County Hospital - the 
new unit is hoped to be open this time next year 
if enough money can be raised. Every cancer pa¬ 
tient in this area accesses the unit in one way or 
another. 

Lottie: Roz told me about her idea to fundraise 
and I thought it would be a great way to raise 
funds for two local, deserving charities. 

• HAVE you done anything like this before? 

Roz: I have done various charity walks before, not 
quite as gruelling, but scenic. We are lucky to 
have this coast path to walk along and what bet¬ 
ter reason to do it than to raise money for a good 
cause. 

Lottie: I have never done anything like this be¬ 
fore and I don't think I have ever walked that 
many miles over two days. I don't think I know ex¬ 
actly what I have signed up to! 

• WHAT training have you 
done in preparation? 

Roz: The Living Tree member who has mapped 
out the route with her husband has been heavily 
involved in helping me to train by going over sec¬ 
tions of the route from Portland Bill to West Bay 
pier in sections, also I have trained on the beach 
in West Bay where I live and walked on my own 
on a regular basis. 

Lottie: I have been walking with friends and 
family and have even dragged my colleague 
James Coles on walks along the coast, including 
West Bay to Charmouth and Lyme Regis to 
Seaton. 

• HOW much would you like to raise? 

THE Living Tree members have suggested a tar¬ 
get of £1,000 which we have never achieved be¬ 
fore.

SEVEN people have 
been arrested after 
warrants under the 
Misuse of Drugs 
Act were carried 
out in Weymouth. 

Detectives work¬ 
ing with the local 
Neighbourhood 
Policing Team exe¬ 
cuted warrants at 
three addresses in 
the town on Thurs¬ 
day, March 30th. 

Searches were car¬ 
ried out at proper¬ 
ties in West Street, 
East Street and in 
the Preston Road 
area. 

A quantity of sus¬ 
pected class A 
drugs was discov¬ 
ered and has been 
seized. 

A 25-year-old man 
and a 21-year-old 
woman, both from 
London, have been 
arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of possession 
of class A drugs and 
being concerned in 
the supply of class 
A drugs. 

A 32-year-old man 
from Kent, a 23- 
year-old woman 
from London and 
three Weymouth 
men - aged 34, 40 
and 43 - have also 
been arrested on 
suspicion of being 
concerned in the 
supply of class A 
drugs. 

All of those ar¬ 
rested have been re¬ 
leased on police 
bail until the mid¬ 
dle of June 2017. 

Detective Consta¬ 
ble Amanda Pierce, 
of Weymouth CID, 
said: “This was a 
joint operation in¬ 
volving CID and the 
Neighbourhood 
Policing Team. 

“We would always 
encourage anyone 
with information or 
concerns about po¬ 
tential drug-related 
activity in their 
area to please con¬ 
tact us.”

IPACA joins new trust

PORTLAND’S senior school has con¬ 
firmed that it will lose 45 jobs - and 
will join the Aspirations Academies 
Trust in September. 

Governors of the Isle of Portland 
Aldridge Community Academy 
(IPACA) in Dorset, whose principal re¬ 
signed last month and which was rated 
inadequate by Ofsted, said the move 
will be in the best interests of pupils. 

The Aspirations Academies Trust 
runs 12 academies, three of which are 
in Dorset - Jewell Academy 
Bournemouth; Magna Academy, Poole 
and Ocean Academy, also in Poole. 

Three of its academies have been 
rated outstanding. 

IPACA had been due to join London- 


based multi-academy trust Aldridge 
Education in January, but the ar¬ 
rangements fell through. 

IPACA has been working with the of¬ 
fice of the Regional Schools Commis¬ 
sioner (RSC) for the south west, the 
Department for Education and Dorset 
County Council since last year to find 
a permanent solution for the future of 
the academy. 

Catherine Shaw, Chair of Governors 
at IPACA, said: “It has become clear to 
us from discussions with the RSC and 
with Ofsted that it is in the best inter¬ 
ests of the children of Portland to find 
a multi-academy trust (MAT) that has 
experience of improving schools like 
IPACA and is committed to building a 
presence in the region. 

“We are going through a period of 
significant change and standards are 
slowly improving. But the current ar¬ 


rangements are not stable in the 
medium to long term. 

“IPACA needs a partner that can 
bring the skills and resources the 
school can't provide itself in order to 
rapidly improve and prevent more 
children receiving an education that 
is below expectations. 

“We now believe we have found that 
partner in the Aspirations Academies 
Trust.” 

The intention is for IPACA to join 
Aspirations from September 2017. 

IPACA will begin working together 
with Aspirations almost immediately. 
The trust will start providing support 
to IPACA in its role as a teaching 
school after the Easter holidays. 

Specific support will be given dur¬ 
ing the summer term by two members 
of the Aspirations senior leadership 
team.

Marine Protected Area (MPA’s) in Purbeck 
and East Dorset. 

New innovative displays will update the cur¬ 
rent interpretation, including a 3D seabed 
model, mapping data from the Dorset Inte¬ 
grated Seabed Mapping Survey (DORIS) to pro¬ 
vide virtual access and enabling visitors to 
explore the seabed in a new and exciting way. 

A new seasonal engagement officer will also 
be employed to spend time with visitors and the 
local community to spread the marine conser¬ 
vation message. 

DWT Director of Operations, Brian Bleese, 
said: “We are delighted to receive this funding. 
The natural and cultural heritage of Dorset is 
one of its greatest assets, but in places like Kim- 
meridge and Portland, it can often be hidden 
from view and overlooked. 

“Projects like these will enhance these areas 
for the local people living there but also estab¬ 
lish them as a high-quality visitor destination, 
helping the local economy to benefit from the 
natural environment in a sustainable way and 
enabling us to manage these special places for 
the benefit of wildlife and people.”

Petition to move 
temporary toilets 


TEMPORARY toilets 
have been put in 
place outside Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion for 
the summer season. 

They are the “re¬ 
placement” for the 
toilet block off the 
Esplanade at the cor¬ 
ner of Bond Street, 
which has been sold 
for re-development. 

The move has 
prompted a petition 
calling for the tempo¬ 
rary toilets to be 
placed nearer the old 
site. 

Opponents claim 
that there are al¬ 
ready toilets in the 
Pavilion, which 
could be used - while 
the next nearest pub¬ 
lic loos are near the 
King’s Statue, a long 
walk for anyone in a 
hurry. 

The petition, 
on website 

www.change.org, 
wants the borough 
council to identify 
another site for the 


toilets nearer to 
Bond Street in time 
for the start of the 
main summer sea¬ 
son. 

“The lack of such a 
facility will have a 
serious impact on 
the tourism econ¬ 
omy, will be detri¬ 
mental to the health 
and wellbeing of 
both residents and 
tourists and will 
damage the reputa¬ 
tion of the borough 
as a premier family 
friendly resort,” said 
the petition. 

Strategic Director 
at the borough coun¬ 
cil, Martin Hamilton, 
has told councillors 
that the Pavilion site 
is the “most appro¬ 
priate” and that 
there was nowhere 
else along the Es¬ 
planade which 
would be suitable. 

He also said that 
the council’s other 14 
public toilet sites are 
now under review.

Hospital cancer appeal 
reaches Elmillion mark 



THE £lmillion mark has been reached for The 
Cancer Appeal at Dorset County Hospital. 

Staff and key supporters gathered at the ap¬ 
peal thermometer in Dorchester to celebrate 
the milestone. 

It follows recent donations, including 
£100,000 from the Dorset Health Trust. 

The injection of cash leaves £750,000 to raise. 

DCH Charity’s Head of Fundraising, Simon 
Pearson emphasised the need to maintain the 
Appeal’s momentum to achieve its target. 

He said: “We will continue to work hard, 
with the tremendous support of so many peo¬ 
ple and organisations, to secure the funds 
needed to provide world-class cancer care at 
Dorset County Hospital.” 

The appeal is funding a Cancer Outpatients 
Department, which is being built on top of the 
new Robert White Radiotherapy Unit under 
construction at the hospital. 

The building site, opposite Sainsbury’s on 
Bridport Road, has information panels ex¬ 
plaining all about the project. 

Other major donors include the For- 
tuneswell Cancer Trust, the Lawrence Werth 
Trust and the Ducks and Drakes Cancer 
Trust. 

The Cancer Appeal is part of a major project 
bringing radiotherapy services to Dorchester 
for the first time. The £9.15million partner¬ 
ship with Poole Hospital became possible

A WEYMOUTH coffee shop became a vibrant film 
set when it was used to stage scenes for the love 
story, Croissants. 

The film was largely shot at Roger’s Coffee 
Shop in St Thomas Street near Town Bridge with 
other scenes filmed at various locations includ¬ 
ing Weymouth seafront and Bowleaze. 

The blockbuster-to-be is the work of film prac¬ 
tice students from Southbank University in Lon¬ 
don, led and directed by Katie Saunders. 

All students had to write a script and two - in¬ 
cluding Katie’s script Croissants - were chosen 
to be filmed for two 15-minute films, one shot in 
Weymouth and one in London. 

Both films will be premiered at a film festival 
later this year where they are hoped to generate 
enough money to help pay for a full-scale science 
fiction feature film next year. 

Katie, who hopes to be a film director or writer 
said: “I wrote Croissants about two people who 
work in a coffee shop and who love each other 
but never say so. Then one day Charlie meets an 
old man who tells him about his love for his late 
wife and Charlie is encouraged to express his 


feelings to Louise. 

“We shot the coffee shop scenes by kind permis¬ 
sion of Roger in his coffee shop with other scenes 
being filmed at the seafront and at Bowleaze Cove. 

“We hope to show Croissants at the Encounters 
film festival in Bristol this September. 

“I have also submitted my script to a director for 
a full length science fiction film about a geneti¬ 
cally modified girl, which I hope will be filmed 
next year.” 

Roger Mortimer said: “When I was first ap¬ 
proached about filming here I was very excited. 

“We are not unknown as a haunt for ‘celebrities’ 
because we have had Sir David Attenborough in 
here several times for cappuccinos. 

“What I was really happy about was being able 
to help students with their education along the 
road to what could become their chosen profes¬ 
sion.” 

The coffee shop building adds “film set” to a che¬ 
quered career, which has included it being a car 
accessories shop and even an ironmongers back 
in the early 1900s when it sold everything from 
paint to travelling trunks.

Prisoners jailed for ‘violent’ attack on inmate 


TWO prisoners have received jail 
sentences for a “violent” attack on 
a fellow inmate. 

Ashley Quelch, 20, was sentenced 
to four years in prison with an ex¬ 
tended licence period of a further 
three years, at Bournemouth 
Crown Court last month after ad¬ 
mitting inflicting grievous bodily 
harm with intent. 

His co-defendant, Kalum Goodall, 
20, was convicted of the same of¬ 
fence following a trial and was 


jailed for six years. 

The court was told that the vic¬ 
tim in the case, who, like the defen¬ 
dants, was an inmate at HMP/YOI 
Portland, left his cell at around 
9am on Saturday, April 2nd 2016 
and went to the shower block. 

His next recollection was waking 
up in hospital with extreme pain to 
the side of his face. 

The latter part of the assault was 
witnessed by a prison officer, who 
saw the victim being kicked, 


punched and stamped upon to the 
upper body and head while lying 
on the ground. 

The prison officer alerted col¬ 
leagues and the defendants were 
traced and identified. 

The victim was rendered uncon¬ 
scious during the assault and suf¬ 
fered significant memory and 
blood loss as well as a broken nose 
and injuries to his face, neck and 
chest. 

Inspector Tony Burden, of Dorset 


Police, said: “This was a particu¬ 
larly violent attack that continued 
while the victim was lying defence¬ 
less on the ground. 

“I hope the sentences imposed 
will send out a strong message that 
this kind of behaviour will not be 
tolerated. 

“Dorset Police is committed to 
working with the Prison Service to 
ensure that offending inside the 
county’s jails does not go unre¬ 
ported and unpunished.” 


Lifeboat launch 

WEYMOUTH’S all-weather lifeboat was 
launched on Sunday morning to go to the 
aid of a lone sailor on a 10-metre ketch 
which had broken down approximately 13 
miles South of Portland Bill. 

On arrival, the lifeboat crew established 
that the sailor was not injured before con¬ 
necting a towline bringing the vessel back 
to Weymouth arriving at back at Wey¬ 
mouth Harbour just after lam on Monday, 
April 3rd. 

The Coastguard met the yacht at the wait¬ 
ing pontoon to offer safely advice.

Thunderbolt hits the waves again 



A LABOUR of love has seen one of the last re¬ 
maining classic speedboats in Britain restored 
to her former glory and once more working the 
waters around the Jurassic Coast. 

Thunderbolt was one of only a handful of 
these classic craft designed and built in Looe, 
Cornwall, by Gerald Pearn in the 1960s. She 
was one of four which plied the holiday trade, 
operating short trips around the bay, before 
being sold on and operated in Weymouth until 
2013. 

When 66-year old David Rider spotted her 
looking tired and neglected and laid up ashore 
in West Bay Dorset, in May 2015, it rekindled a 
love affair stretching back to his childhood. 

“My parents holidayed in Looe before buying 
a pub there in 1969 and I remember the boats as 
a child growing up in the ‘50s and ‘60s,” said 
David, from Nyland, near Gillingham, Dorset. 

“I was always drawn to their elegant sleek 
looks; the idea of owning and operating one al¬ 
ways appealed. 

“The boats are all but gone now, the passing 
of an era in Looe. You would have to go to the 
South of France or Italian Lakes to find any¬ 
thing of a similar calibre.” 

David decided he could combine restoring 



Thunderbolt with 
his job as a part- 
time facilities man¬ 
ager in the city. 

That meant work¬ 
ing on the boat 
solidly from Thurs¬ 
day to Sunday, be¬ 
fore donning his 
suit and tie Mon¬ 
day morning for 
the ‘day’job! 

“The engine and 
the wooden deck 
were both in good 
condition - had 
they not been, I 
wouldn’t have 
bought her, as it most certainly wouldn’t have 
been cost effective,” he said. 

“However, my plans to get her in the water 
last summer were seriously scuppered when I 
realised the extent of the neglect.” 

It soon became apparent that all of the inte¬ 
rior - seating, flooring, panelling - all had to be 
replaced. 

“As with many restoration projects, it was a 
voyage of discovery and the job had to be done 
properly,” said David. 

“This meant redesigning and making most of 
the replacements - long hours of woodworking, 
stripping, varnishing and painting in a friend’s 
barn. 

“I realised my original deadline of April 2016 
was slipping and, even with some additional 
help, it was end of June before she was com¬ 
pleted, ready to lift back on to a trailer and 
launch in Weymouth.” 

David also knew that new safety standards 
for commercial operation had come into force 
- one of the reasons for the previous owner sell¬ 
ing - and therefore had to be incorporated as 
the project progressed. 

Eight months of blood, sweat and tears passed 
in order to get the 25-foot vessel licked into 
shape and last July she was finally certified for 


commercial operation by the MCA - sadly, too 
late for most of the 2016 season. 

Thunderbolt will be back in the water this 
Easter, and raring to go. 

David is offering a range of trips and charters 
- hourly, half day and day - as well as evening 
and lunchtime trips to local waterside restau¬ 
rants, plus tailor-made picnic and swimming 
trips for families or corporate clients. 

David is a qualified Ocean Yacht-master en¬ 
dorsed to operate as a commercial skipper - 
and his local knowledge of the Jurassic Coast 
will also be a bonus to trippers. 

“There are very few boats like this in the UK 
so hopefully will appeal to locals and visitors 
alike,” he said. 

“We want to offer not just the short ‘seaside 
trips’ but also bespoke bookings of longer du¬ 
ration.” 

David has been sailing from the age of five 
and has restored other boats previously - al¬ 
though never a speedboat. 

He said: “I have sailed thousands of miles 
over the years and owned yachts since about 
1980. However, a power boat had never been on 
the agenda until now.”

Weymouth Matters 


A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Splendid news for Greenhill chalet owners 


BEACH chalets have long been a historical and pic¬ 
turesque aspect of Weymouth but they have seen bet¬ 
ter days. 

Some time ago our cash-strapped council tried to 
fire up commercial interest to help get the structures 
repaired but without success. 

Yet along the way they rejected a detailed business 
plan from the Greenhill Chalet Users Group, some¬ 
thing the council later renewed its interest in with 
encouragement for the group to consider taking on 
management and responsibility for the chalets. 

But my granny used to have a saying that “you 
can’t catch old birds with chaff’, meaning that ex¬ 
perience helps sieve out the worthwhile edible 
grain from the less nourishing promises offered by 
chaff. 

And quite rightly the group was suspicious of 
just how much “chaff’ was coming from the coun¬ 
cil having gone to all the trouble and money with 
their original business plan only to see it rejected 
with resultant costs. 

This time round they wanted “grain” in advance, 
something more substantial than vague promises 
to pin their hopes on. 

So they asked for a clear and binding commit¬ 
ment from the council that the authority agreed in 
principle to the group taking over the chalets be¬ 
fore enthusiasts committed themselves to the next 
step in looking after the chalets. 

Now the council has taken the plunge and 
granted a 30-year lease to Greenhill Community 
Trust to take over the running of the chalets as 
well as the tennis courts, the gardens, the cafe and 


the putting green and they say they hope that the 
trust can secure the future of the chalets. 

This is splendid news for the chalets, their support¬ 
ers and for the trust albeit with a touch of “horse-sta- 
ble-door” on the part of the council who shouldered 
the original responsibility but who are now - in these 
penurious Christmas Carol times - offloading respon¬ 
sibility for the maintenance and management of the 
“turkey” on to the shoulders of the people it used to 
charge. Perhaps the major saving grace of this new 
arrangement is that it has shone light on a way for¬ 


ward through adversity which could set a welcome 
precedent, namely if this can be done for chalets then 
what price the “dying borough council-new town 
council”? 

If a charitable approach can offer hope to decaying 
buildings then perhaps a similar rethink can offer 
hope to decaying politics. 

Accordingly, could it be possible for Greenhill Com¬ 
munity Trust to extend its remit and also take on the 
running of Weymouth and Portland? After all, char¬ 
ity begins at home.

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tHE DORCHESTER DISABLED CLUB MINI BUS FUND 


THE Dorchester Disabled Club has 32 members who meet on the first and 
third Thursday in each month at the Day Centre, Acland Road, Dorchester. 
The club have speakers, musical evenings and outings, and the club's sole 
aim is to get members out of their housebound environment and to that 
end, they must have a well-maintained minibus. The club is lucky enough 
to have good volunteer drivers who are happy to use the buses for other 
clubs in addition to the Dorchester Disabled Club's members. Conse¬ 
quently, the buses are used by Dorchester Strike Club, Dorset Blind Asso¬ 
ciation, all the Magna flats in Dorchester and Charminster, Whetstones, 
and several care homes. 

When the club bought their last vehicle in 2013, the intention was to re¬ 
place the bus bought in 2000, but the club's drivers suggested that if they 
keep both buses they would be able to do a door-to-door shopping ser¬ 
vice for elderly people in the outlying villages of Owermoigne, Broad- 
mayne, Puddletown and Maiden Newton, who were unable to carry 
shopping from the bus stop. The club have done this and the villagers are 
very grateful for the shopping service. 

However, the 17 year old bus is now costing a great deal to maintain, and 
is why the club need to replace it! 

The club have almost reached the target of £54,000 required to buy the 
new vehicle, and are hosting that the proceeds of this concert, together 
with the money raised by the sponsored runner in the Dorchester 
Marathon in May will get the club to their target, so that they can place 
an order and continue to help the disabled and elderly in the area. Any 
money raised over the £54,000 target will go towards insuring and main¬ 
taining the vehicle.

AS THE first anniversary of Dorset and Wilt¬ 
shire Fire and Rescue Authority approaches, 
elected members have been reflecting on the 
past 12 months. 

In particular, they have been considering 
how the new combined organisation might fur¬ 
ther strengthen its current arrangements to 
provide a more effective and efficient service 
for the communities it serves. 

The authority - which came into being in 
April 2016 - is Dorset and Wiltshire Fire and 
Rescue Service’s governing body, comprising 
elected members from the five constituent au¬ 
thorities of Bournemouth Borough Council, 
Dorset County Council, Borough of Poole 
Council, Swindon Borough Council and Wilt¬ 
shire Council. 

There are currently 30 elected members, and 
this number was debated at a meeting last 
month, where it was agreed to recommend - 
following discussion with the constituent au¬ 
thority leaders - to reduce this to 18, which 
maintains equal representation across the con¬ 
stituent councils. 

The chairman of the fire authority, Cllr Re¬ 
becca Knox, said: “We had a really constructive 
discussion in reaching this recommendation, 
to ensure that community representation re¬ 
mains at the heart of our vision for the future. 

“We are all very proud of the change we have 
led on to achieve a sustainable organisation 
and we need to continue to take account of 
some fundamental challenges the service has, 
with an emphasis on finance and our commit¬ 
ment to prevention and protection. 

“It is really important that our primary con¬ 
stituent authorities have a say on the direction 
to reduce the authority’s number so, between 
now and September, we will consult with them 
and their views will be fully considered before 
a final decision is made in the autumn.” 

At the same meeting, members considered an 
update report on the national independent re¬ 
view of conditions of service for fire and rescue 
staff in England. 


This will be debated in more detail in June, 
but work is underway to strengthen existing 
governance arrangements to make sure there 
is sufficient member engagement and scrutiny 
going forwards. 

Cllr Knox said: “As an authority, we are ab¬ 
solutely committed to equality and diversity 
within the service and, as elected members, we 
can work together and with others to ensure 
that our staff are supported. 

“Many of the recommendations within the 
national review have either been adopted al¬ 
ready in Dorset and Wiltshire, or are planned 
for the coming years, and we will continue to 
do all we can to help our staff in all parts of the 
service.” 

Chief Fire Officer Ben Ansell added: “A par¬ 
ticular area of focus for us is to increase the 
number of female firefighters within our ser¬ 
vice. 


“Later this year, we will be starting whole¬ 
time firefighter recruitment. In the meantime, 
we will be running positive action activities, 
where we will be encouraging women and 
those from under-represented groups to join 
our service.” 

Dorset and Wiltshire FRS currently has 48 
uniformed female firefighters, and CFO Ansell 
said: “This figure is better than it used to be, 
but is still not high enough. 

“Women make excellent firefighters and I am 
convinced that there are plenty who would be 
interested in a rewarding career with Dorset 
and Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Service.” 

Details of positive action activities and who¬ 
letime recruitment processes will be adver¬ 
tised on the website www.dwfire.org.uk and 
through the service’s social media accounts in 
due course.

Dorset Police launched a 
project entitled 'Dorset Po¬ 
lice People' on March 31st. 

Each week a new member 
of the Dorset Police fam¬ 
ily will appear in a short 
video, explaining their role 
and what they do on a day- 
to-day basis, in an effort to 
raise the public profile of 
the less visible Dorset Police 
departments. 

As an organisation, Dorset 


Police employs people in a 
huge variety of roles. While 
members of the public may 
consider themselves famil¬ 
iar with some roles within 
the force, there are a large 
number of services people 
may not even know are sup¬ 
plied. 

The diversity of roles 
within the organisation re¬ 
flects the rapidly changing 
nature of policing and the 
commitment Dorset Police 
have made to providing be¬ 
spoke services. 

Assistant Chief Constable 
Mark Cooper said: "From

"He has put on some really good dis¬ 
plays and then hasn't had the luck on 
other occasions, which has put a few 
more letters next to his name." 

The Grand National was the brain¬ 
child of a Liverpool hotel owner who 
wanted to create a spectacle that 
would draw a big crowd. 
It was a betting race 
from day one, designed 
to make the result uncer¬ 
tain - tempting enough 
to keep the punters in¬ 
terested but without 
putting them off with the 
sheer unpredictability of 
it all. 

For nearly 200 years, it 
has done that job bril¬ 
liantly, but in all that 
time, there will not have 
been many Grand Na¬ 
tionals quite as open as Saturday's. 

According to many pundits, there 
are at least six horses that could start 
favourite and around 30 among the 
first 40 in the betting that could win 
without the outcome being consid¬ 
ered a huge shock. 

But any attempt at rational analysis 
has to start somewhere and Vieux 
Lion Rouge, trained by David Pipe 
near Wellington, is currently the nar¬ 
row ante-post favourite. He looked 


like a very obvious non¬ 
stayer in last year's 
Grand National, and 
while he was seven at 
the time and has more 
experience now, he fin¬ 
ished a long way behind 
the winner after travel¬ 
ling well to the home 
turn. But Vieux Lion 
Rouge has won his last 
two starts and was the 
10/1 favourite earlier this 
week. Most recently he 
won at Haydock on February 18 over 
3 miles 4 1/2 furlongs. 

He is 71b higher this time, while The 
Last Samuri, the runner-up 12 months 
ago, is even worse off from 121b 
higher in the weights. Among others 
that are fairly prominent in the bet¬ 
ting, The Young Master has not shown 
a great deal this season. Pleasant 
Company's trainer, Willie Mullins, has 
a shocking record in handicap chases 
in Britain and Ucello Conti was beaten 
by 37 lengths last year off the same 
mark. 

Definitly Red is the clear form pick at 
the weights, but whether he deserves 
to be at least half the price of most of 
his opponents is another question. He 
does not have much form on good 
ground either, and there is little rain 
forecast in the north-west this week. 
One For Arthur is another with the 
form to go very close on testing 
ground, but something to prove if it 
rides faster.

Rocking to make 
a difference 


FEROCIOUS DOG are a proudly political 
band, and that is evidenced by their 
'Food Drop'campaign at their gigs. 

'The Food Drop'came about after Fe¬ 
rocious Dog's frontman Ken Bonsall's 
son, Lee Bonsall, committed suicide, hav¬ 
ing suffered with PTSD after serving in 
Afghanistan. The Lee Bonsall Memorial 
Fund was set up, and Ken and his wife 
Karen, would go and set up soup 
kitchens and help the homeless. They 
discovered that many were ex-service¬ 
men, living on the streets. 

Ferocious Dog, who have a big follow¬ 
ing of family and fans ('Hell Hounds'), 
was a suitable platform to reach a wider 
audience, they asked for any donations 
that could help, (food, clothes, etc), be 


brought along to the gigs, it was named 
"The Food Drop". The donations were 
given to homeless charities in Derby, 
Nottingham and Mansfield, Framework 
in Nottingham being one. The Food 
Drop now takes place at every gig. 

Ferocious Dog are a full-on six-piece 
band that encompass folk infused with 
rock, reggae and Celtic vibrations. The 
combination of instruments creates a 
palette of sound that offers infinite vari¬ 
ations: going in hard to get the audience 
up and moving, or slipping into melodic 
passages and dub-like fusions.

6 TOP TIPS FOR SPRING STYLE

1. To expose and enjoy your home's period 
floorboards, uncover them, do any repairs and 
sand them with an industrial floor sander and 
edger - which is hard, hot and dusty work. Al¬ 
though more expensive, employing someone 
to sand them for you is often worth it, and 
they usually include the cost of the wood stain 
or varnish in the price. They should also be 
able to do the job quicker than you can and 
should have better sanders than those avail¬ 
able from hire shops. Another problem with 
doing it yourself is that you can get ridges in 
the boards from not using the floor sander 
properly, and you usually pay for the sanding 
sheets you use on top of the hire cost, which 
can soon add up. 



2. Period floorboards often have more modern 
boards mixed in where repairs have been done 
over the years. You can, of course, replace the 
new boards with period ones, but there's no 
guarantee that the colour will match perfectly 
when sanded, and it can be hard to find ones 
the same width, especially if your boards are 
an unusual width. 

3. Painting them makes it easier to disguise 
the new boards than with wood stain or var¬ 
nish, although dark stains and varnishes can 
work really well. Painting floorboards white is 
a classic look and will go with any wall colour, 
although it isn't the most practical choice for 
high-traffic areas of the home. If you use a 
water-based white floor paint, such as Ronseal 
Diamond Hard Floor Paint (see my Product of 
the Week), you may have to do several coats 
until the colour is even. An oil-based white 
floor paint will cover in fewer coats, but it's 
likely to yellow, so if you want the boards to 



stay white, use a water-based paint. The latter 
is also ideal if you need to use the room that 
day because it will dry quickly. 

4. If you don't have period floorboards or 
you'd prefer not to expose them, consider lay¬ 
ing wood or wood-effect flooring. Laminate 
flooring, which has a picture of wood printed 
onto the boards, is an inexpensive way to get 
the look, but laminate isn't as fashionable as it 
once was. If you want the real thing, other 
types of wooden flooring are now as easy to fit 
as laminate and can be reasonably priced. 
Boards that simply click and fit together are 
widely available in both engineered wood and 
solid wood flooring. 



5. Engineered wood flooring has a top layer of 
real wood, with other layers underneath. The 
thickness of the wood layer varies - make sure 
you know how thick it is, as thicker layers can 
be sanded. A floor that can be sanded a few 
times is a good investment because it can take 
more wear and tear. Engineered wood is often 
a more practical choice than solid wood floor¬ 
ing because the layers give it added strength 
and durability. Unlike solid wood, it shouldn't 
shrink and expand when exposed to moisture 
and changes in temperature and humidity.

Blues hit Cowes for six to bring up ton

Sydenhams Wessex Premier - att; 166 
PORTLAND United continued their quest 
for the Sydenham Wessex Premier League 
championship with the resounding defeat 
of struggling Cowes Sports, and in doing 
so became the first club to register 100 
league goals this season. 

With third placed Blackfield & Langley 
losing at Sholing, the Blues are now five 
points clear of them with four games to 
play, and only four points behind Money- 
fields which will be cut to one when they 
are docked the three point penalty in¬ 
curred from the league for playing an inel¬ 
igible player. 

Portland did not find it easy in the first 
half as Cowes, looking to stave off relega¬ 
tion, got men behind the ball to frustrate 
them.
